THE GREAT CATHEDRAL; AN AFTERNOON’S RUN 
FROM WIESBADEN.

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(By Lieut.-Colonel P. R. BUTLER, D.S.O.) 


IMBURG lies in the high valley of the 
Lahn, twenty-five miles by:road from 
its confluence with the Rhine. To reach 
it from Wiesbaden you strike up over the 
western foothills of the Taunus, and down 
again, heading slightly west’ of north, 
faced by the ridges of the Westerwald. 
lt was a very lovely journey, as I did it 
on Palm Sunday of this year—the sun 
shining clear upon leagues of seedling 
corn and belts of woodlands, and on all 
the undulations of that landscape, and the 
subluse colours of its villages. 

The country was only just emerging 
from the rigours of one of tlie hardest 
winters within memory. For weeks on 
end it had held in its grip the district 
through which I was now passing. ‘There 
were snowdrifts all about me, as from the 
top of an incline I saw the old town in 
its valley, darkly grouped round the 
cathedral. If I had known it belore the 
recent fire, I] should. no doubt, have 
missed the castle—twin-perched with the 
cathedral through the centuries. ‘The fire 


broke out in the middle of a January 


roofs, oriels, Jancets, deep recesses— 
haunting to the memory. 

The best thing to do with your car in 
Limburg—as in all these medisval towns 
of tortuous, narrow streets—is to park it 
in the centre of the town, and do your 
sightseeing on foot. You can, indeed, 
drive even a fairly big car right up to the 
open space in front of the cathedral. I 
myself did so, because I was unaware cf 
the excellent parking-station in the 
‘‘Neumarket’’; but it is a difficult, 
twisty ascent, and one not lightly to be 
undertaken. 

I found the interior of the cathedral 
aglow with colour. It is very plentifully 
frescoed, and the sun, which sent its rays 
through all the western windows, touched 
the colours to new life. The glass is 
modern. What culminating glory a rose- 
window, such as there is at Amiens or 
Cologne, would give to Limburg!

A correspondent writes:—Yesterday 
myself and a friend had Bray Head to 
ourselves and the wild violets which a 
lusty April wind seemed to set as ‘‘ jewel 
prints’? of our feet. We argued the 
merits of Howth against the Head, and 
concluded that Howth has more of a 
western wildness and a greater friendli 
ness of nature. Bray is bleak, and its 
‘bleakness only mitigated by the loveliness 
of the views obtained from it and the 
sudden trees which one surprises in its 
hollows in unexpected capses. The cliffs 
are easier climbing than those of Howth, 
and one can také that exercise with an 
exhilaration of risk which is mostly 
illusion. We made our way to the obelisk 
which tops the height overlooking Grey- 
stones, and were in some doubt as to its 
purpose; nor did we get any information 
when we asked questions in Bray. There 
is an iron contraption, square-holed, 
attached to the stone, and we were left 
with a surmise that it must have been 
used to hold beacon flares in older days. 
There is, of course, a similar olelisk at 
Killiney. 


A Moment of Suspense. 


During a recent walk on Bray Head I 
found myself faced with the formidable 
task of lighting my pipe with the last 
match in a box, and was reminded of a 
story related by King Edward VII., of 
a similar experience which befell him, 
when Prince of Wales, during an 
American tour. 

The Prince and his companions badly 
wanted a smoke, but found themselves in 
the teeth of a gale with only two matches. 
They drew !ots to decide who should essay 
the task, and the luck fell on the Prince. 
Ilis companions gathered around him to 
provide shelter, and amidst a moment of 
intense suspense, he struck a match, and 
successfully lit a cigar, from which the 
others ignited their own ‘‘smokes.’’ 
Afterwards he admitted that it was one 
of the most exciting moments of his life.

: sos W shepherd who lived 
near Greyfriars 
Church had for his 
sole companion a dog 
called  ‘‘ Bobbie.’’ 
When the old man 
died and was buried 
the dog accompanied 
the funeral, and re- 
mained by the grave. 
It was some days 
before hunger induced 
him to leave it. He 
went to the luncheon 
room where he and 
his master had always 
gone for food, and 
there he was welcomed and given a meal. 
After that he went there as a matter of 
course when he was hungry, returning 
always to the churchyard to keep watch 
by the grave. After a little time the 
owner of the luncheon rooms was brought 
to court for having a dog without a 
licence. He explained the circumstances, 
and the Court remitted the fine. The City 
Fathers heard of the case, and they passed 
an ordinance giving the dog a licence for 
life and provided him with a collar bear- 
ing his name, ‘‘ Greyfriars Bobbie.”’ 

Last August, on a visit to Edinburgh, 
Mr. Ferris was shown near the main 
entrance of Greyfriars Churchyard the 
plot of ground with a large bed of flowers 
where this little faithful mongrel] dog was 
buried over sixty years ago near the 
master he served in life and death. 


Kilkenny ACarket Cross, 


The reference to the Market Cross in 
Kilkenny in the interesting articles on 
‘“Pococke’s Tour in Ireland,” which 
appeared on this page recently, remind 
me of the Annals compiled in the 
Franciscan Friary at Kilkenny, by Friar 
John Clyn, who died in 1349. 

These Annals, which were edited by 
Dean Butler, give us an account of 
contemporary events in Ireland, and 
mention that im 1335 a market-cross of 
stone was set up in Kilkenny, at which 
“many persons flying to the cross were 
marked on the naked flesh with the 
sign of the Cross with a red hot iron that 
they might go to the Holy Land,” 
presumably as recruits for the Crusades 

As the cross mentioned in the article 
bore the date 1550, the earlier cross must 
have diappeared in the intervening years, 
but there does not appear to be any 
reference to its fate in the records of the 
period. 


Ghe Rleck Death, 


Clyn also gives us a graphic account of 
the visitation of the ‘‘ Black Death” in 
1348, that fearful pestilence which 
swept Europe, leaving a trail of desola- 
tion. in its wake. 

He states that “the plague deprived 
villages and towns of every human 
inhabitant, so that scarcely one wus left 
alive ia them; those who touched the dead 
or dying immediately sickened, and the 
penitent and the confessor were carried 
together to the grave. ..... 
from boils and abscesses, and pustules 
in their shins or under their armpits, 
others died from spitting of blood, and 
others from pain in the head were 
turned to madmen.’’ 

The friar evidently feared that he 
might also fall a victim of the plague, for 
he continues, “ lest the writing should 
perish with the writer, and the work fail 
together with the workman, I leave 
parchment for continuing the work, . .’’ 

One entry follows for 1349, and then 
another hand writes: ‘‘ Here it seems 
the author died.’’ 


The Temp’e.

Thomas Percy. 


On the 13th April two hundred years 
azo Thomas Percy, editor of the 
‘*Reliques of Ancient English Poetry,” 
was born in Shropshire. Though his fame 
rests chiefly on the great collection of old 
ballads which marked an epoch in English 
literature, he has other claims to remem- 
brance in Ireland. 

Appointed to the See of Dromore in 
1782, he was one of the few lords, spiritual] 
or temporal, to remain almost continually 
at his post during the troubled times 
before and after ’98. He became so 
absorbed in his ecclesiastics] duties that 
he even regarded his “ Reliques’”’ as one 
of the follies of his youth, saying he “had 
taken up these trifles as other grave men 
do, to unbend and amuse the m?nd.”’ 


Friend of Goldsmith. 


He was, moreover, one of Goldsmith's 
closest and most faithful friends. It was t9 
Percy that Goldsmith dictated an account 
of his early life and entrusted a number of 
important papers, with a request that he 
should write his biography—but Percy, 
alack, passed on the papers to Dr. Jolin 
son, who lost them. Nevertheless, to his 
pen we owe some amusing sidelights on our 
poet. ‘‘Goldy’’ is usually credited with 
an over-fondness for gay apparel, but 
Percy tells another story. One day Gold 
smith invited much company to mect Dr. 
Johnson, and Percy, calling for the great 
doctor on his way, was much amazed to 
find him rigged out in a new suit and new, 
nicely powdered wig. Inquiring the cause 
of such unwonted dandyism, he elicited 
the reply: “ Why, sir, I hear that Gold 
smith, who is a great sloven, justifies his 
disregard of cleanliness and decency by 
quoting my practice, and I am desirous on 
this occasion to show him a better 
example.”’ 


At the Club. 


Among Percy's papers was found an 
account of how Goldsmith, having visited 
Evans, the editor of the London Packet, to 
chastise him for the publication of a 
scurrilous attack on “She Stoops to 
Conquer,’’ got the worst of the encounter. 
Garrick, however, induced him to turn up. 
bloodstained and dishevelled as he was, at 
the famous club founded by Johnson and 
Reynolds, in order ‘‘to prove how little 
he thought of the affray.'’ So Judicrous 
was the appearance of ‘‘Goldy,’”’ groan- 
ing from his bruises, that the ;members 
were reduced to utter silence in |an effort 
to suppress their merriment. The poet 
withdrew, fearing that he was depressing 
the company. But no sooner was the door 
closed than a shout of laughter rent the 
air! 

Across his paper Percy wrote: ‘‘ This 
account was intended for the Press, but 
was suppressed out of tenderness.’’ 


Goldsmith’s Poor Relations. 


Not many of his friends showed Gold 
smith so much consideration. Percy’s 
friendship was of a better quality. Not 
only was he one of the last to visit him in 
his final illness. but when he came to 
Ireland eight years later and found the 
Goldsmiths in needy cireumstances, he 
used every effort on their behalf. Maurice 
who was a cabinet-maker, was appointed 
mace-bearer to the Royal Irish Academy, 
of which Percy was a founder. His sister 
Emily Goldsmith, was made housekeeper 
to the same institution. 

Not satisfied with this, Percy urged 
Goldsmith’s publishers to issue a special 
edition for the benefit of the family, and 
himself supervised the writing of a short 
‘Life’? for it. The publishers, however. 
were less generous; for they took all the 
profits save 250 copies Percy was allowed 
to sell, and when the ‘‘ benefit’’ edition 
was exhausted they brought out a magni 
ficent set of volumes entirely for their own 
profit.

CC“ of the most fascinating fields for 


speculation in modern science is that 
which attempts to explain the properties 
of matter—that is, to produce a theory 
from which we can deduce all that we 
know about the behaviour of matter under 
various conditions. From all that we 
can find out we have come to the con- 
clusion that a penny, for instance, does 
not exist in the form of continuous matter, 
but that there are little specks of “it 
arranged at appreciable distances from 
one another. The dimensions of such an 
arrangement are so small that, when waves 
of light strike the penny, they are not 
affected by this structure; in fact, it 
might be likened to the case of sea-waves 
passing through a garden rake. The 
waves are too long to be changed by any 
noticeable amount in passing over a 
structure on such a small scale—hence,our 
inability to perceive this arrangement 
directly. 

When we use, not the long light waves, 
but the very short X-rays, the arrangement 
of matter in all substances shows up quite 
clearly, and there is no doubt about the 
| existing in  specks called 
molecules. The molecules themselves are 
capable of analysis. They are made up of 
atoms, every molecule consisting of a 
number of atoms. of different sorts; the 
number of every sort and the sorts 
nresent determine the properties of the 
molecule and ultimately of the substance 
itself. We have had to presume that the 
atoms are arranged in some definite way 
within the molecule in order to explain 
why the molecule behaves in certain ways. 


POSITIVE AND NEGATIVE. 

Now let us turn to the atom, which is 
the smallest thing that the X-rays will 
show us in a substance. We used to 
think of the atom as a hard, round thing, 
something like a billiard ball, though 
much smaller; but we have had to 
change our minds about it. We discovered 
that it was possible to knock bits of 
nevative electricity out of atoms, and tha’ 
these bits of electricity were all of the saine 
size and all exactly alike. no matter what 
atoms they came from. If we thought of 
the atom as being like a lump of putty, 
with marbles stuck in it to represent these 
specks of electricity—electrons, as they 
were called—it would give us a useful 
picture of the structure of the atom. We 
could not think of the atom as being made 
up of electrons alone, because when an 
electron, Wilch carries negative electiiciiy, 
is driven out of an atom, the thing which 
is left behind bears a positive charge of 
electricity. Hence we thought of the 
putty to represent the positive part and 
the marbles the negative parts. 

This picture of the atom did not surviv 
long; for it was discovered that electrons, 
travelling at a high speed, were capable 
of getting through thin sheets of metal. 
If we suppose that these electrons travel 
in the empty, space between the atoms, it 
follows that they will not be able to get 
through a sheet of metal more than a few 
atoms thick. They actually succeeded in 
cetting through sheets which were 
hundreds of atoms in thickness. Sir 
Ernest Rutherford bombarded thin sheets 
of metal with charged atoms of helium, 
and found that they went through 
comparatively large thicknesses of metal. 
These charged helium atoms will travel 
a distance of a few inches in air, though 
they must. meet thousands of atoms on 
their way. Lest one should think that 
they were pushing the other atoms out of 
their way, it must be mentioned that 
helium atoms are almost the lightest that 
we have, and that they travel for the 
most part of their journey in straight 
lines through the air, whereas they would 
move in a zig-zag path if they were 
bouncing off the other atoms in the air. 


A LOT CF EMPTY SPACE. 

The only conclusion that can be drawn 
is that these helium atoms are going right 
through the atoms in the air and in the 
metal—that is, that atoms are not to be 
pictured as balls of putty, but as 
structures in which there must be a lot 
of empty space. Tuis conception of an 
atom as being largely empty and having 
very little ‘‘ matter’’ in it is one of the 
most revolutionary ideas thet ever have 
heen forced on the mind of man.

Now the work began of arranging the | 


electrons and the positive part to form 
utoms having the same sort of structure, 
but somewhat different properties. 
Eventually the picture was constructed. 
The atom consisted of a nucleus, which 
was very small and carried the bulk of 
the mass of the atom and al] the positive 
electricity, surrounded by the electrons, 
each fairly large, but very light. and at 
a distance from the nucleus which was 
enormous compared with the size of the 
electrons. To prevent the electrons from 
rushing into the nucleus we had to endow 
them with motion around it, so that every 
electron resembled the earth travelling 
round the sun every year. The difference 
was that tle orbit of the earth helongs 
to the earth alone, but in the atom a 
nurauber of e'eectrons shared the 
orbit. the helium atom has 


electrons travelling in the same orbit, 


whereas an atom of oxycen has the same | 


two electrons in the same orbit, and six 
other electrons all travelling in another 
larger orbit. Thus we vo on to construct 
models of all the atoms of which we have 
knowledge. 


MIN ATURE SOLAR SYSTEM 

The picture of the atom has now 
changed from one of a hard ball to a 
miniature solar system in which the sun 
and planets are replaced by something 
like tiny balls—at least, we suppose that 
they are round until we have reason to 
think otherwise. However, it has been 
found that this notion of the atom is 
insufliient to explain all the things that 
an atom does, and, in the reconstruction, 
the eleerron has almost disappeared out 
of the atom and is replaced by a set of 
waves. What is moving with this wave 
motion inside an empty atom? That is the 
inost mysterious thing of all; for the thing 
which is bobbing up and down is not a 
physical thing like air or water or even 
the ether, but is a mathematical 
quantity. he physical interpretation of 
this thing is very difficult. but it seems 
to be a probability, and the probability 
of an electron being in a particular 
region depends on the amount of this 
elusive thing which is there. 

Ihe longer we think over this inter- 
pretation, the further it seems to recede 
from us. It appears to be something 
which we cannot grasp by means of our 
ordinary conceptions. This theory would. 
therefore, seem to be a retrograde step, 
but in reality it is a step forward in the 
right direction. If we cannot understand 
these ideas, it means that we are not able 
to analyse them into simpler ones which 
are familiar to us. ‘t present. at any 
rate, these new ideas are incapable of 
being analysed, and so we have come to 
the conclusion that they are the funda 
mental elements out of whieh evervthin?: 
in the physical universe is constructed. 
The mathematician and the physicist 
value these new ideas for their use in 
solving their concrete problems. To the 
nhilosomher they are most important as 
signals that we are approaching the bed- 
rock of our knowledge of the world.

The Censorship Bill. 

The Free State Government’s Censorship 
of Publications Bill has reached the 
Senate—improved in some respects by the 
Dáil changes, but stil] a menace to the 
liberty of the educated subject. In 
Thursday's debate on the second reading 
Colonel Sir John Keane stated the case 
against the bill with admirable clearness. 
All decent citizens agree that the circula- 
tion of obscene books and newspapers 
ought to be checked and punished, but no 
fresh legislation is needed for this purpose. 
Already in the Free State, as in England, 
the police and magistrates have ample 
power to deal with deliberate debasers 
of the public mind. The Censorship Bill, 
however, proposes to smash a dung-beetle 
with a steam-hammer. In effect, it 
authorises a single Minister, advised by a 
board of censors, to act cs warden over the 
whole field of ancient and modern 
titerature—to tell educated citizens that 
they must not read certain books. The 
claim is outrageous and ought to. be 


intolerable. As Sir John Keane 
said, there are two methods. of 
censorship—external and interna]. Any 


man or any Church is entitled to a choice 
between them, but the State has no title 
to say that one of them shall be law for 
everybody. The Minister for Justice will 
be the autocrat of the new system, and his 
inability—as we believe, a perfectly honest 
inability—to appreciate the vita] objection 
is in itself a warning. The Ten Command- 
ments, he asked—are they not binding on 
all Christian consciences? Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney cannot see that for thousands of 
200d citizens the question is not the 
validity of the Ten Commandments, but 
the interpretation of them—the exercise of 
the right of private judgment. 

It was the Minister, not 
Keane, who really introduced the element 
of religion, and so gave a misleading 
colour to the debate. Dislike of this bill 
is not confined to citizens who reject the 
principle of an external censorship. 
Educated members of all the Churches, 
whether they reject or accept this prin- 
ciple, distrust heartily the particular ex- 
pression of it which the bill embodies. No 
guarantee has been given that the board of 
censors will be properly qualified for its 
task, that it will not be amenable to 
the pressure of panic or ignorance, that 
its powers will not be turned to political 
ends. The Free State Senate, a revising 
chamber, which hitherto has kept passion

and party prejudice out of its major dis- 


cussions, owes a duty now to those 
educated classes that have a considerable 
representation on its benches. We may 
expect that it will etamine the Censor- 
ship Bill in a temper of vigilant indepen- 
dence. Since, as the second reading 
shows, it does not intend to reject the 
bill, it ought to resolve at least that the 
bill’s powers shall be limited to one 
strict purpose—the suppression of mani- 
lestly indecent books and newspapers. 
We hope for amendments in the com- 
mittee stage that will strengthen the 
rights of liberal culture and will demand 
some test of fitness from members of the 
board of censors. There is no fear, of 
course, that the Senate will undo any 
part of the work of useful amendment 
that has been done in the Déil—such as 
the rejection of ‘ recognised associations.’’ 
The Dáil swallowed many things, but it 
teluséd to stomach that plan, which would 
have created a quite horrible competition 
in petty spite and in the-advértisement of 
a prurient sniugness.

The Southern Cross. 


The finding of the ‘Southern Cross”? 
is another instance of the extraordinary 
advance of exploration. Central Australia 
1s one oí the world's most desolate and 
most repellent regions, and the cross- 
ing’ of the Commonwealth from sea 
to sea has ben regarded as an 
enterprise of the gravest peril. Before 
the age of wireless telegraphy 
travellers who met with mishap ‘in 
the Australian deserts had J]ittle 
chance of escape, Captain Kinesford 
Smith, Mr. Ulm and their  com- 
panions in the ‘Southern Cross ”’ 
have been found in this great wilder- 
ness, and it may be hoped that they have 
escaped injury. A fortnight ago to-day 
they left Sydney with the intention to fly 
to England via Wyndham

and Rome. Already Captain Kingsford 
Smith and Mr. Ulm have accomplished 
some ‘remarkable flights in the ‘‘ Southern 
Cross’’—from Australia to California, 
and, later, from Australia to New Zealand.

Cruelty to Animals. 


The public conscience in most countries 


“has become more sensitive in recent years 


on the question of cruelty to animals. 
The annual general meeting of the Dublin 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, which was held yesterday, 
testified that people in Ireland’ were 
increasingly impatient of such cruelty. 
There is much room for improvement, 
however, as may be seen from the 
Society's. report. The fines which are 
inflicted by magistrates for the il]-treat- 
ment of animals sometimes are deplorably 
inadequate... A» man. who had been 
summoned: for cruel ill-treatment of a 
donkey was fined one penny ; and seven 
and sixpence was considered a sufficient 
penalty for a man who allowed a donkey 
to be thrown into a grave, where it lived 
for three or four days. Revolting 
inhumanity of this kind deserves no 
mercy. The donkey, which,- for some 
obscure reason has been made, as’ Mr. 
G. K. Chesterton says, ‘“the tattered 
outcast of the earth,” is among the most 
serviceable and ‘most inoffensive of 
animals. Donkeys are much used by poor 
people in Ireland, and. the beating or 
starving of. them, even from the most 
materia] point of view, does not pay. In 
this, as in other instances, the economic 
value of ‘the Society's work is important. 
It is pointed out that when sheep ate 
brought from the country 16 18 I” the 
seller's interest that they shal] arrive in 
good condition. There is no reason why 
a float should not be brought, with every 
flock of sheep, for the animals that may 
vo lame on the route. Miss Hillas praised 
the work of the Civic Guards in the 
protection of animals, but the tine 
zeal which they have shown in these 
matters gets small encouragement from 
magistrates who inflict purely nominal 
penalties for gross cruelty.

The Budget.

It is the 
opinion that Mr. Churchill can do nothinz 
to relieve the payer of income tax, and 
the freeing of the breakfast table does 
not interest City men. It is hoped. how- 
ever, that the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
will introduce some scheme or other 
which wil] stimulate trade and industrv.

A Board of Trade return, published 
to-day, shows where the reductions 
occurred in our overseas trade, when last 
month’s figures are compared with those 
of March, 1928. The loss in impori« 
totalled £11,923,782.

decrease was grain and flour-—-£2,899,957. 
The decrease in British exports of 
£6,334,766 was more than accounted for 
by the losses under the heading of articles 
wholly, or mainly. manufactured, which 
aggregated £6,435.229. The outstanding 
reduction was cotton varns and manufae- 


tures—£2,166,418.

St. Paul's 

The Chapter of St. Paul's Cathedral 
expects that the building will be re-opened 
in the summer of next year, and workmen 
already have begun to move the casing of 
tne temporary organ in the north aisle, 
one of the first’ steps in the preparation 
for the re-opening. The next step wil! 
be the removal of the structure of the 
organ, and this will take place in three 
menths’ time. For the greater part of 
the year a small movable organ wil! ha'e 
to be used for all the Services. So! 
the cathedral be ready by next sum 
the completion of the reconstruction will 
have taken place much earlier than \ :: 
anticipated. It is claimed that tie 
cathedral is now so strong that it will 
endure for many hundreds of years. 


Economic Broadcasts. 

Efforts are being made to extend the 
broadcasting of market prices for cattle, 
which are already receiving some atten- 
tion from the B.B.C. In addition to the 
weekly broadcast of the average prices for 
the whole country, it is. hoped that 
average prices in certain markets may be 
broadcast by stations which serve the 
areas dealing at these markets. Our 
slowness in developing this utilitarian 
side of- wireless compares il] with Ger- 
mant, where market prices of all sorts 
are given regularly for every district. In 
fact, to listeners in this country who tune 
in to German stations, the statistics are 
rather a nuisance. They are obviously of 
great value to German listeners. 


Emergency Calls 

London telephone boxes are to. be 
equipped with a device for the purpose of 
expediting emergency calls. It consists 
of a red disc with a button in the centre, 
the depression of which operates a ‘flash- 
ing signal in the exchange. Flash signals 
are to receive priority over al] ordinary 
calls, and it is ,h that improper use 
wild) not be made of the emergency device, 
which is primarily intended for the call- 
ing of ambulances and ‘fire brigades. This 
development follows upon thé récent com- 
plaints concerning delay in securing 
attention to calls of an urgent character. 
Many experiments have been carried out 
in London and the provinces, and the 
disc service has been found so satisfactory 
that it is to be installed in .a large 
number of telephone boxes without delay.

This measure had been 
ae a8 a private member’s motion 
on Vednesday night by Deputy Derrig 
the Fianna Fail representative for 
Carlow-Kilkenny, who' sought under its 
terms to amend the Land Act of 1923 so 
as tb secure the fixing of an “ appointed 
day ” on which all estates stil] 
ing would be vested in the tenants. 
Although the Minister for Agriculture, 
in his' speech on Wednesday night had, 
ufter that characteristic: blunt manner of 
his, described the bill as absolutely un- 
workable aud impossible, thereby sound- 
ing its death-knell, it. was taken for 
granted that many speeches would be 


forthcoming as a prelude to the defeat of 
the proposal: 


>» READY-RECKONERS. 

Certainly when Deputy Fahy. (Fianna 
Fail) resumed the debate yesterday there 
Was nothing to indicate the turn that 
affairs were later to take. The genial 
Galway deputy, for once in a way 
sperking in“ English. sought to convince 
the House. that the Minister had n.is- 
understood the position: that the pro 
posals were not so difficult of achievement. 
Half-a-dozen men with ready-reckoners 
could in a motith, he was convinced. fix 
the standard annuities of the judicial 
tenants: and the non-judicial tenants 
could have annuities fixed based on the 
average of those paid by judicial tenants 
in their areas. 

That simple - solution, would bring 
tenants twofold advantages in reduction 
of their annuities, and an dpportunity to 
start paying off the purchase price of their 
holdings. 


A HITCH. 

The surprise came when Deputy Fahy 
resymed his seat. No other deputy rose 
to continue the debate, and.one wondered 


endless debates for generations past. A 
debate on an Irish Land Bill collapsing 
after three speeches—it ‘seemed unbeliey- 
able. Yet it turned out to he‘the cate. 

The. Deputy Speaker (Mr. Morrissey) 
was evidéntly surprised, and waited for a 
minute before calling on the Parliamen- 
tary Secretary to the Department of Lands 
and Agriculture to speak, but. Mr. Roddy, 
although he had been busy taking notes, 
sniilingly declined to ‘rise. 

There was another minute's wait, during 
which Fianna Fail deputies un the Front 
Bench indulged in whispered consn]tation, 
while those on the opposite benches smiled 
at the unexpected turn of events. The 
Deputy Speaker then called on Mr. Derrig 
to conclude the debate, but to the surprise 
‘of everybody the proposer of the bill sat 
unconcernedly in his place and refused to 


speak. There was more whispering from 
his colleagues, but ‘he remained in- 
different. 

OUTMANGUVRED. 


Aiter a brief interval the Deputy 
Speaker put the motion for the second 
reading, to the discomfiture of a Fianna 
Fail deputy from the South, who came 


.into the Chamber too late to deliver the 


speech he had prepared. The House 
chuckled broadly at the incident, and the 
‘division’ was proceeded with, the second 
reading being rejected by 72 votes to 56. 
The truth is that the Fianna Fail Party 
was. badly out-manguvred.- There ap- 
peared to be some tacit agreement about 
the order in which deputies should speak 
on the bill. Mr. Ruttledge (Fianna Fai)) 
>was to follow Mr. Jasper Wolfe (Indepen- 
dent) and Mr. Corry (Fianna Fail) was 
to speak after Mr. Reddy. To the 
bewilderment of the Oppasition, neither 
Mr. Wolfe nor Mr. Roddy, however, made 
a move to rise. Hence Mr. DWerrig’s shy 
silence and the falling through of the bill. 
The incident was freely discussed in the 
Lobbies afterwards, and it was rumoured 
that Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, who delights in embarrassing his 
opponents, was the author of the débdcle. 


HOUSING PROBLEMS. 

Prior to that. the House had been con- 

cerne with the report staye of the 
Housing Bill, the main topic of interest 
being an amendment, moved by Deputy 
Sean T. O'Kelly, to secure that grants of 
£45 be given in respect of three-roomed 
houses, and £60 in respect of four or five- 
roomed houses built under the Act. 
" A policy of “ half a loaf better than no 
bread ” was how Deputy de Valera 
described the Government’s attitude in 
this Housing Bill, but he held that there 
was not even half a loaf offered. He did 
not approve of the encouragement of the 
building of. three-roomed houses, as he 
held. that a four-roomed house was essen- 
tial to enable a man to bring up a family 
in ordinary decency. 

It ‘was “up to” the Government to 
borrow money on such terms that they 
could lend it to local authorities at a 
reasonable rate. 

Those who were hoping to.see an early 
solution of the housing problem could not 
get much comfort from President 
Cosgrave’s statement that it' would take 
another twenty or twenty-five years to 
deal with the problem. 

The House, rejected the amendment, 
and passed the report and final stages ol 
th» bill. 

Deputy O’Hanlon, Independent repre- 
sentative for Cavan, had a motion on the 
Order Paper in connection with the 
erection of suitable municipal lairages at 
the North: Wall. 

President Cosgrave asked the deputy 
if he would be. prepared to adjourn the 
matter until the return of the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce. Mindful of 
ths recent marriage of the Minister, the 
House rocked with laughter. when Deputy 
O'Hanlon replied: “I will.” i 
“The House adjourned until á o'clock 
next Wednesday, although Deputy George 
Wolfe made an unsuccessful appeal to 
the. deputies not to meet until 6 o'clock,

: HIGH COST OF CREDIT. 

“It has often been stated that Great 
Britain’s trade with Russia cuuld develop 
notwithstanding the absence of diplomatic 
relations. This has always been denied 
by , our committee. Conversations in 
financial circles in London have estab- 
lished the fact that, in the absence of 
norma] diplomatic relations, any considér- 
able development of financial co-operation 
Is Lmpossible. i 

“It is true that some trade is carried 
on between the Soviets and the United 
States, and, to a limited extent, with 
Great Britain, without diplomatic recogni- 
tion. 

‘It would be foolish, however, to pretend 
that it confers more than a small pro or 
tion of Russia’s requirement, or is on a 
healthy basis. The abnormally high cost 
of credit greatly reduces Russia’s pur- 
chasing capacity, and consequently the 
amount of orders British -indastry could 
receive. 


BASIS CAN BE FOUND. 

“The fact that normal diplomatic rela- 
tions are a sine yva non for trade develop. 
mént does rot exclude the equally obvious 
fact that such relations can only be estab- 
lished on a.mutually satisfactory founda- 
tion. After our stay in Moscow we are 
confirmed in our view that such a satis- 
factory basis can be found. — By the end 
of this week about fifty delegates will have 
returned.” :

FLOOR SENT TO AMERICA. 

Str William Milligan, the Manchester 
surgeon, told a remarkable story of the 
recovery of some radium. at the annual 
meeting yesterday of the Manchester 
Radium Institute: ' 

Through an accident, he said, a small 
quantity of the precious metal was lost. 
There was an explosion m a retort, and a 
eertain amount of radium was lost in the 
room. The floor was taken up and sent to 
America for the extraction of the radium. 
The Institute received back about £1,860 
worth of radium, and lost £1,700 worth. 

Sir William also referred: to the hich 
price of radium and the Belgian monopoly 
in the metal. Representations should be 
made bv the Government of this country 
to the Belgian Government with a view to 
securing a reduction in price. 
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CHURCH REUNION. 
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CHELTENHAM CON- 
FERENCE DECISIONS. 
That reunion between Reformed and 
Unreformed Churches is impracticable 
and undesirable, and that efforts should 
be concentrated on reunion between the 
Anglican Communion and other Reformed 
Churches, were among the decisions of the 
Cheltenham Conference of Evangelical 
Clergy and Laymen, which ended ‘at 

Oxford yesterday. 

The Conference also decided that it is 
the imperative duty of English Church- 
men to aim at developing the character 
of the National Church so as to include 
the recognised members of the orthodox 
non-Episcopal Churches, and that the 
duly accredited ministers of those 
churches should be recognised as exercis- 


ing the full and valid ministry of the 
Word and Sacraments. 
The conference also urged that no 


dogma of Apostolic succession should be 
associated with the principle of a consti- 
tutional episcopacy,’ and that such an 
episcopacy should have its decisions 
endorsed by the clergy and laity before 
being promulgated. - 


SMALLPOX OUTBREAK 
ON LINER.

FURTHER CASES- BRING 
TOTAL TO SIXTEEN. 


Two further cases of smallpox, definitely 
associated with the outbreak on the liner 
Tuscania, were reported yesterday, bring- 
ing the tota] to sixteen. 

All the patients are passengers or 
members of the crew, and three are in a 
critical condition. 

An official account of the circumstances 
connected with the outbreak in the liner 
is contained in a report presented by the 
chief medical officer of the Ministry of 
Health, Sir George Newman, and issued 
by the Ministry last, night. | 

“The report states that the condition of 
the seaman who died from smallpox in 
hospital at Marseilles had not been 
diagnosed on the ship, but was ascertained 
only when he arrived in hospital. The 
report adds:—“When the . shipping 
authorities learned at Marseilles that they 
had tu deal with smallpox infection on 
the Tuscania, they obtained vaccine 
lymph at Marseilles, and the ships doctor 
undertook the onerous task of vaccinating, 
or re-vaccinating the passengers and crew, 
“Ón arrival at Liverpool some six 
hundred and fifty passengers disembarked, 
and information: was.sent by the Liver: 
poo] port authorities to .the districts to 
which they were stated to be proceeding. | 
The authorities at Liverpool also informed 
the local authorities of the destination, as 
far as known, of the two hundred persons 
who left the ship at 
travelled overland.’’ 

, The report points out that 
‘‘contact’’ persons are being kept as far 
as possible under supervision, and adds . 
“There is, however, no cause whatever for

MAJOR SEGRAVE’S CAREER. 


Major Segrave, who is 55 years of age, 
is the son of Mr, Charles William Segrave, 
of Cabra, Co, Dublin, who now resides in 
London, His mother, Mr. Segrave's first 
wife, was a daughter of the late James 
Harwood, of the United States Navy. and 
grand-daughter‘of a noted American cleric, 
Archbishop Kemp, of Marvland, U.S.A. 

Major Segrave went to Eton and Sand- 
hurst. In the carly stagesief the war he 
held a commission im the. Warwjckshire 
Regiment, but was transferred to the Air 
Force. As a_ pilot’ he established a 
“record ” for daring second to none. 

Two vears. ago at Daytona he. set-up 
a new land speed ‘‘ record” of 203.9 
miles an hour. Captain Maleolm Camp- 
bell, travelling at 206.9 miles an hour, 
broke the ‘‘ record,’’ which was quickly 
won for America bv Ray Keech. the

VICEROY’'S, FIRM STAND.

It is difficult to imagine a more impressive 


commentary on the recent deplorable events 
in Imba than the.address which the Viceroy 


delivered yesterday morning to tbe two 
Houses of the Legislature,: specially sum- 
moned in joint session to hear him. He 


began, as was inevitable, by associating him- 
self with the universal feeling of resentment 
at Monday's outrage in the Assembly, av 
vutrage, as he pointed out; which was all 
the graver for being directed’ not’ merely 
against, individuals, but against the young 
Varliamentary life of India.

THE VICEROY’S SPEECH. 


Sa. Throughout 


During the course of his address tha 
Viceroy said :— 

“With the acts committed the law can 
le-left to deal, but there are certain general 
reflections that may, perhaps, rightly find 
expression at such a time as this. 
history men have been 
tempted to seek the promotion of political 
purposes by resort to crime, | 

‘Though they may result in the destruction 
of a few individual lives, such efforts are 
foredoomed to failure, berause there is a 
fundamental and inmstinetive reason which 
leads ordinary men every where te revolt 
against such attempted terrorism; for they 
realise that society itself depends upon the 
quality. of protection that 1t can guarantee 
to-“thie ‘humblest of its conatituent members, 
and that if this guarantee were to be lightly 
violated and trodden under foot, society 
would rapidly revert to the order of the 
jungle, where strength and. stealth are the 
oulv abiding sources of security. 

“ And if this be true of attempts to chal- 
lenge the sanctity of individual life, of how 
much more grave “mport is not an attempt 
such as that which is in all our minds 
directed against a body which, with its, sister 
Chamber, is vet only a collection of ind:- 
viduals, but stands “in a collective capacity 
for something more -signifiant and compre- 
hensive than even the sum of all the in- 
terests represented in it. 

‘“*T have never concealed my view of. the 
gravity of the danger whieh, if vigilance 
were for a moment relaxed, would menace 
Indian society, and I would urge honourable 
members to ponder Jong and seriously upon 
what lies behind the recent incident. 

‘Deeds of violence such as that of which 
this Chamber has recently been the scene 
can never be completely disentangled from 
the setting in which the idea behind them 
has been nurtured. In such matters 
men have thought and spoken before other 
men resort to the extremity: of action, and 
dangerous words written or spoken by one 
man are only too frequently poisonous seed 
falling upon the soil of another man’s per- 
verted imagination, 


A FALSE HALO. 
“From such root in due course springs 
the impulse which drives human beings to 
tuthless and shameless crime, and invests it

with a false: halo of — self-sacrifive, and 
so, to go no further back than the last

law-abiding citizens. 

‘Once the gospel of force is admitted as 2 
suitable means for the attempted coercion of 
the Government, there is no conflict of 
interest, religious, racial, or economic, which 
it may not be sought to resolve by an appeal . 
to the same tribunal. 

‘**We cannot icpore the fact that the men

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THE EARL OF NORTHBROOK. 


The Earl of Northbrook died last night, 
aiter a short illness, at iis wise. cá 
residence, Stratton Park, aged seventy-eight 
years. Francis George Baring, second Earl, 
was the eldest son of the first Earl of North- 
brook and Elizabeth Harriet, third daughter 
of Fenry Charles Sturt, of Crichel, Dorset. 
Iiducated at Eton, he served in the Grenadier 
Guards and the hide Brigade. He was 
Aide-de-Camp to his father, the Governor- 
General of India, from 1873 to 1876. He sat 
as Liberal member of Parliament for Win- 
chester from 1880 to 1885, and as Liberal- 
mag for North Bedford from 1886 to 


1 

A member of the famous banking family of 
Baring, he succeeded his father, the first Earl, 
in 1876, 

Lord Northbrook was for twenty years 
Chairman of the Hampshire County Council. 
He was a past President of the Royal Agricultural 
Society, and President of the Hampshire 
Landowners’ Association. In 1906 he was 
appointed High Steward of Winchester. 

Lord North; :cok was twice married, but 
leaves no family, and the earldom now becomes 
extinct. He is succeeded in the Barony of 
Northbrook, created in 1866 in favour of his 
grandfather, by Mr. Francis Arthur Baring, 
a cousin,

LORD MOSTYN. 

Lord Mostyn, of Mostyn Hall, Holywell, 
Flintshire, died in a London nursing home 
on Thursday might, aged seventy-three years. 
fn Sunday last he underwent a serious opera- 
tion. He seemed to be recovering, but had 
a relapse and sank. 

Liewellyn Nevill Vaughan Lloyd-Mostyn, 
third Baron, was the son of the Hon. Thomas 
Edward, eldest son of the first Baron and 
Lady Henrietta Augusta Nevill, second 
daughter of the fourth Earl of Abergavenny, 
and he succeeded the second Baron in 1894. 
He served as Lieutenant in the órd Norfolk 
tegiment, and was then Colonel of the 3rd 
voval Welsh Fusiliers. 

At the Coronation of King George, Lord 
Mostyn bore the Royal Standard of the 
rincipality of Wales. He served on the 
Roval Commission on Historical Manuscripts.

Florence Edith Clements, O.B.E., sister ol 
the fourth Ear! of Leitrim, by whom he had 
two sons and one daughter. —He is suc- 
ceeded by his elder son, the Hon. Edward 
is.

BARON GOTO,

of 73. Though he had played an official part in

Mary Winifred Shea, Percy Shea, and 
Ambrose Shea, infants, suing by Helena Shea. 
their mother and next friend. 

The plaintiffs’ claim is for a declaration 
that the compensation, as: awarded to the in- 
dividual plaintiffs by the British Treasury. 
is not in accordance with law, inasmuch as 
no regard has been had to the allowances to 
which they were entitled prior to the dis- 
bandment of the force, and that such allow- 
ances ‘should have been considered in arriv: 
ing at the amounts of compensation awarded 
in each case. 

THE STATEMENT OF CLAIM. 

The plaintiffs’ statement of claim details 
the various Acts of Parliament affecting the 
payment and conditions of service of mem- 
bers of the Royal Irish Constabulary from 
the passing of the Act 6, William IV., 
Chapter 13. by which the force was estab- 
lished, to the Constabulary (Ireland) Act, 
1922 (12 and 13. George V., Chapter 55), by 
which it was disbanded. By this latter Act 
provision was made for compensation to be 
awarded to dishanded officers and men, and 
in the event of any member of the force 
dying after a compensation allowance had 
been awarded to him, the Treasury was to 
yrant a pension or gratuities to his widow 
and children. 

In the rules attached to the schedule to the 
Act of 1922 it was set out that compensation 
was to be calculated on the salary 
of the officer or constable. In regard to the 
meaning and extent of the word “salary.” 
the plaintiffs allege that, where used. 
in the schedule to the Constabulary (‘reland) 
Act, 1922, it must be read the same as in 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920 (10 and 
11 George V., chapter 67), by which provision 
was made for compensation for officers and 
men who were serving at the date of the 
intended transfer of the force. 

This Act of 1920 did not come into force 
with regard to the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
but under its 9th schedule the word “: salary ”’ 
is used for the purpose of reckoning the com- 
pensation, and under Section 74 “salary” is 
defined as “ remuneration, allowances, and 
emoluments.”’ 

Had this Act of 1920 come into force, the 
plaintiffs’ claim that all allowances mentioned 
in the Allowances Order of 1920 were pension 
able, and must have been estimated for the 
purpose of compensation 

PENSIONS FOR ORPHANS. 

The plaintiffs, Richard Shea, Mary Winifred 
Shea, Percy Shea, and Ambrose Shea, claim 
a declaration that they ate entitled to a 
pension, gratuity or allowance since the date 
of the death of their father, and: a 
further declaration that the fact that their 
mother is in receipt of a pension is no bar 
to their right in this respect. 

The plaintiffs all claim that the Treasury, 
in awarding compensation under Section (1) 
of the Constabulary (Ireland) Act, 1922, have 
not awarded the same in accordance with the 
Rules in Part (1) of the schedule to the 
Act, and have awarded a less sum to each of 
the plaintiffs than they were entitled to 
and in refusing pension to the children of 
a deceased member of the force have acted 
contrarv to the said section and the rules, 

All the plaintiffs further claimed that all 
the awards above-mentioned are void, and 
seek a declaration that the Treasury is 
bound to assess the compensation, taking 
into account all the allowances which each 
of the persons disbanded had at the date 
thev were dishanded. 

The plaintiffs also claim, in accordance 
with the usual Jegal practice, such order as 
the Court mav be pleased to make. further 
or other relief, and an order awarding the 
plaintiffs the costs of the action.

A GALLANT RESCUE.

EMPIRE MEDAL FOR 
FLYING OFFICER AND 
CORPORAL. 


Last night’s London Gazette announces 
that the King has approved the award of 
the Medal of the Military Division of the 
Order of the British Empire to Flying Ou.cer 
Walter Anderson, Royal Air Force, and 
Corporal Thomas Patrick McTeague, D.C.M., 
Royal Air Force, for gallantry, in the follow- 
ing circumstances :'— 


“Pilot Officer H. A. Constantine, while 


flying an aeroplane off Leysdown (Sheppey, 


East Kent) on the 10th December, 1928, 
crashed into the sea about two hundred yards 
from the shore. Corporal. McTeague and 
Flying Officer Anderson immediately entered 
the sea from the shore, and swam to his 
assistance. 

“The weather was bitterly cold, an on- 
shore wind was blowing, and the sea was 
fairly rough. Constantine, fully clothed, and 
suffering from injuries and shock, commenced 
to swim ashore, but was in a state of collapse 
when the first swimmer—McTeague—reached 
him. McTeague, though exhausted himself, 
supported him until the arrival of Anderson, 
and Constantine was then brought to safety 
—this imvolving swimming for a distance of 
about. one hundred vards—by their combined 
efforts. The extremely prompt and timely 
action of Anderson and McTeague, and the 
gallantry and persistence they displayed, un- 
doubtedly saved the life of Constantine.’’

THE NEW EXPORT 
REGULATIONS.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Why should Irish Free State eggs in- 
tended for export require to be stamped 
with a design indicating tne c untiy of 
origin and the quality of the eggs? 

The reason is to be found in the fact 
that, under the Merchandise Marks Act, 
1926, the British Ministry has taken power 
to compel the marking of all produce 
coming into Great Britain. The object 
is to enable consumers to see exactly where 
their food comes from, and in this way 
to afford a measure of protection to 
English producers. These regulations come 
into force on Sunday, the 2ist April, and, 
in order that a uniform design should be 
used by exporters in the Irish Free State, 
the Minister for Agriculture has issued 
amended regulations under the Agri- 
cultural Produce (Eggs) Act, 1924, which 
become compuisory on Monday next. 

FRESH EGGS. 

On that day all eggs intended for export 
from registered premises to Great Britain 
or Northern Ireland must be marked with 
a design in the shape of an ellipse, with 
the words “Irish Free State” enclosed 
therein, and conforming in all respects 
with the pattern shown in the regulations, 
The design with the words “Irish Free 
State” can be applied to fresh eggs only. 
Trade eggs and preserved eggs likewise 
exported from registered premises must 
bear additional marks indicating their 
quality. Consumers in England are thus 
enabled to see that they get what they 
ask for in buying eggs. 

To assist exporters in complying with 
the English regulations in time, the De- 
partment of Agriculture, Dublin, deemed 
it wise to put their amended regulations 
into operation a week beforehand, be- 
ginning as from Monday next. These 
regulations have been in circulation among 
the 540 registered exporters in the Free 
State since the last week in March, and 
inspectors from the Department of Agri- 
culture have been visiting the premises of 
exporters and explaining how the stamp- 
ing should be done. 

BETTER TRADE ANTICIPATED. 

Tt is believed that the stamping of 
eggs will, in time, bring Irish eggs 
into a position which they have never 
held before. Hitherto they have been 
sold as English fresh eggs; or unscrupu- 
lous merchants in Britain have taken cases 
of Irish eggs, removed some of the original 
produce and substituted foreign. This 
will not be possible now that all eggs im- 
ported into Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland must be marked with a design 
indicating the country of origin. 

New-laid eggs in the Irish Free State 
and sold there, as well as eggs laid 
and sold in Great Britain, need not be 
marked; but on the other side of the 
water the supply of native fresh eggs 
would not be sufficient to supply the whole 
country for a day, and great dependence 
must, therefore, he placed on the imported 
article, 

GROWING EXPORTS. 

The extent of the Irish Free State 
export trade in eggs is steadily growing, 
especially since proper grading, testing 
and packing has been rendered compulsory 
under the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) 
Act, 1924, and it is to the interest of the 


| country that the Department of Agricul- 


ture should strive to maintain the stan- 
dard at its present high level. During 
the past two years Irish Free State egg 
exports were as follows :—

From the 1st February to the 30th June 
all Irish Free State eggs exported will be 
stamped with black ink, and at all other 
times with red ink, so that cold stored 
eggs cannot be passed off as fresh to the 
detriment of consumers. 

EXPORTERS AND THE REGULATIONS 

It is gratifying to be able to say that 
exporters have shown a keen desire to 
comply with the new regulations. 

‘There is little danger of the Order being 
evaded, because inspectors of the Depart- 
ment will be stationed at the ports, and 
cases of eggs will be opened and inspected.

NOTES TO BE SENT. . 
PAKIS, Friday. 

It was revealed here to-day that the United 
States Government is considering steps to 
meet the action of European countries that 
have placed restrictions on imported Ameri- 
can films. 

This information appeared in a communi- 
cation that the American Embassy here 
issued to-day in reference to reports that the 
Embassy has been asked to intervene in the 
discussion of further restrictions proposed by 
France. 

The communication states that, while the 
Embassy had followed the question with in- 
terest, its action has hitherto been merely 
semi-official and informative. It would duly 
resort to further action on the same lines 
if it considered that developments warranted 
such action. 

It added that the State Department was 
now occupied in determining a policy aprlic- 
able to such situations throughout Europe. 
Notes had heen, or would be, addressed to 
different European Governments, setting 
forth the view of the United States Govern- 
ment on this question. One such Note 
would be handed to the French Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE ON 
LIBERAL UNITY, 


SPEECH RELAYED TO 
28 TOWNS, 


— 


Mr. Lloyd George had a very large audience 
for his speech at Manchester last night at the 
second mass demonstration of the. Liberal 
campaign. The Free Trade Hall was crowded, 
and the speech was relayed to twenty-eight 
towns, 

Mr. Lloyd George said that the Liberals 
were putting forward their unemployment plan 
as a united party. ‘* The remarkable speech 
by Lord Grey at an assembly, not of mv 
special admirers,’’ he said, “ hears testimony 
to that fact. The taunts of disunion in the 
party will have to be thrown into the waste- 
paper basket; the leaflets that have been 
printed by the million on that topic will 
have to he scrapped. The Tory party and 
the Socialist party will have to scrap their 
dud ammunition about disunion.”’ 

“I am going to give a challenge to the 
Prime Minister,’ continued Mr. Lloyd 
George. ““[ am going to make this challenge 
in my native city. He has been ten years in 
office; I have been seventeen. I ask him to 
pick any ten out of my seventeen and com- 
pare them with his. (Cheers.) Any ten—the 
first, the middle or the last—Board of Trade, 
Exchequer, munitions, old age pensions, the 
saving of the credit of the nation from a 
panic at the beginning of the war, the saving 
of our poor fellows in the trenches from being 
crushed by the superior armamen‘s of a ter- 
rible foe. Take them all; I am quite willing 
that any ten years of his should be con- 
trasted with mine from the point of view of 
hard work, of performance. 

“The Prime Minister is quite a clever 
fellow, quite an agreeable fellow; but, how- 
ever excellent a vehicle may be, without a 
driver it is a lumbering, swaying, meandering 
nuisance on the road. He is very clever as a 
passenger, but he is casual as a driver. He 
does for long stretches, turns round and 
talks to the passengers and recharges his 
pipe. Easy-going is all right if circumstances 
are easy, but they are not. 

“The honour of the nation is on trial; the 
heart of the nation is on trial. Let us once 
more show that the head, the heart, the 
honour of Britain are as sound as ever,” 
(Loud cheers.) 

POSITION IN BRISTOL NORTH. 

In the course of his tour from Land’s End 
to John o’ Groats, Sir Herbert Samuel 
sone at Bristol yesterday and spoke to a 
number of Liberal candidates for Western 
divisions at a luncheon there. He explained 
why the Liberal Party was going to oppose 
Captain F. E. Guest, Bristol North, and 
said that even if the leaders of the Liberal 
Party were to agree to an alliance 
with the Conservatives he was convinced that 
the rank and file of the party would definitely 
refuse to follow. They had no complaint 
against Captain Guest personally, but it was 
a question of political principle. Therefore, a 
new Liberal and Radical Association had been 
formed for the constituency, which had official 
support, and Mr. J. O. H. Skelton was stana- 
ing as their candidate.

Sir Robert Horne, at. Worksop last night, 
likened Mr. Lloyd George to the “ rain- 
bringers ” of tropical countries, who carefully 
studied the sky for signs of rain before 
muttering their incantations. ‘‘ Mr. J.loyd 
George sees a change taking place in the 
affairs of the country, and he brings forward 
his scheme for the relief of unemployment, 
knowing full well that if there. is any relief 
it will be due, not to his scheme, but to 
the increasing prosperity of the country.” 

Sir Robert advised people not to place too 
much reliance on London Stock Exchange 
betting on the General Election. “The 
Stock Exchange is nearly always wrong, as 
you will probably find out if you back your 
fancies in the way of stocks, as I have 
done.”’ 

MR. AMERY AND PACTS. 

Mr. Amery, at South Molton, Devon, last 
night said that the advice to embark upon a 
coalition with Mr. Lloyd George was some- 
times given by gentlemen like Lord Rother 
mere through their megaphones in the Press 
—advice which they pat value best when 
they realised that it was the advice of 
treacherous enemies, who had never hesitated 
to stab them in the back. Nothing 
could be more disastrous to the 
Conservative Party than that it should 
sacrifice its principles and weaken its appeal 
to the nation by any form of political bargain- 
ing with those who did not hold its faith. 

“For every Liberal wire-puller or place- 
seeker we may get from such bargaining,”’ he 
declared, “ we would lose tens of thousands 
of those honest citizens who look to us for 
guidance and inms»iration and not for coll!” 
bargaining.” _The most vigorous political 
creed in politics to-day, he declared, was 
Conservatism, not Socialism.

UPKEEP OF CO. CLARE 
ROADS. 


COUNCIL COMPELLED TO 
SPEND MORE MONEY. 
Under a threat to stop the road grants, 
the Free State Minister for Local Govern- 
ment has compelled the Clare County Council 
to increase the expenditure on roads for the 

coming financial year. 
The Council had proposed to reduce the 
surveyor’s estimate for upkeep of roads from 


£69,000 to £43,847, but the Minister pointed 


out that the voting of an inadequate sum 
would mean an ultimate financial loss to the 
ratepayers, and, in the circumstances, no 
grant for road maintenance would be made 
to the Council for the year 1929 to 1930. 
The Council, in the circumstances, agreed to 
spend £57,804, and this course was approved. 
It will involve an additional threepence in 
the £ in county rates. 


ANCIENT COINS. 


COUNTY LOUTH DISCOVERY. 


A remarkable collection of Anglo-Saxon 
silver coins, none of them les than a 
thousand years old, has been found in Smar- 
more, County Louth. The coins number 
forty-five and are the size of a shilling, with 
the lettering in most cases very little worn, 
and in addition there were a dozen broken 
bits of silver. 

They were found in a field which Mr. 
Joseph Caraher was ploughing. His plough 
struck a stone, on removing which he found 
the coins. Mr. Caraher sent the coins to the 
Royal Irish Academy for exhibition in the 
National Museum, Dublin, and the Academy, 
in accepting them, has sent Mr. Caraher a 
cheque for £22 10s. 


The coins bear the names of a number of 


Anglo-Saxon Kings of England of the tenth: 


century—-Eadward, Aethlestan, Eadmund, 
Eadred—whose reigns ended almost a 
thousand years ago.

LAUNCH AT BELFAST.

The “ Highland Princess,” the Jast of the 
five twin-screw passenger and refrigerated 
cargo motorships ordered from Messrs. Har- 
land and Wolff, Limited, by Messrs. H. and 
W. Nelson, Ltd., was successfully launched 


from the builders’ East Yard, Belfast. The 


‘‘Highland Princess’’ is similar in all re- 


spects to the four vessels already launched, 


two of which are now completed and in ser- 
vice. The principal dimensions are :—Length, 
B.E., 520’ 0”; breadth, 69° 0”; depth, to 
upper deck, 35’ 9°’; gross tonnage, 14,150. 

Accommodation on a generous scale will be 
provided for 135 first-class and 66 inter- 
mediate-class passengers, as well as for a 
large number of emigrants. The first-class 
staterooms are on the briege and shelter 


decks, and are mainly 2-berth cabins. The 


intermediate accommodation is arranged aft 
in 2-berth and 4-berth staterooms, which are 
fitted out im a very high-class manner. The 
public rooms for the intermediate-class pas- 
sengers include dining saloon, smeke-room 
and ladies’ lounge.

NEWBURY, Friday Night. 

It seemed this afternoon as if snow was 
going to fall at‘any moment, but it just held 
ff until the time of the jast race. There 

had been some múin in the night, and the 
going was not quite so hard as it has been 
at the other meetings during the week. It 
was thought good enough for the Aga Khan s 
colt, Costaki Pasha, Who has been a nominal 
favourite for the Derby for some time, to 
run, and he was started for the Greenham 
Plate, in which he was well beaten, the race 
falling to Sidonia, a gelding by Galloper 
Light, who hardly had a quotation in the 
market. 

Costaki Pasha did not please everyone 
before the race, and he certainly has no& 
grown a great deal since last year, although 
he has lengthened, and now stands over a 
lot of ground.He was favourite for the race, 
though not a very pronounced one, and Major 
McCalmont’s consistent Empire Builder was 
well backed to beat him. 

The latter has done well, and is the same 
handy-looking, honest colt that we knew last 
year. Sidonia is a big, lumbering gelding, 
who impressed as one that might look to be 
in the picture in a Grand National field in 
a few years’ time. 

A ONE-SIDED AFFAIR. 

‘he race itself was a very one-sided affair, 
for Sidonia made all the running and won 
scutectalie by a length from Mr. 8. H. 
Joel's Modder, with Kmpire Builder, four 
lengths away, ‘third, and Posterity narrowly 
beaten out of a place. 

The general impression left by the race was 
that Costaki Pasha does not stay. He was 
well away, was with the leaders for six fur- 
longs, and then dropped: oat, to finish -on 
sixth. His performance here gave no earnes 
that he is likely to win the Derby. | .The 
race, as a matter of fact, threw little Jight 
on the classic races, ‘for Sidonia, being a 
gelding, cannot run. 

A ,aod performance in the race was that of 
Mrs. Glorney’ s Posterity, whe was drawn in 
the worst. position at No. 1, and, although | 
badly away, stayed on well to finish fourth. | 
He has run up on the leg since last year, 
but he ran a good race; and. had he better 
luck in the draw, would undoubtedly have 
run into a place. 

Modder is a much-improved colt, who was 
giving the winner 15lb. Sidonia is not 
trained with the rest of Mr. Anthony de 
Rothschild’s horses by John Watson at New- 
market; but” is in the stable of Tom Cannon. 
His easy win to-day, and his fine áppéar- 
ance, suggests that he will win again, and 
that he is a horse with many possibilities 
about him. 

The Irish form of last year was much en- 
hanced when Mr. William Barnett’s Trigo, a 
full brother to. Athford, gave 16lb. and a 
head beating to Ennis Bridge in the race for 
the Berkshire Handicap. Ennis Bridge has 
done well sinee he was sold out of the Heath 
stable last November fo Major Arthur 
Ronsor, a director of ; great brewing firm. 
who has a few horses with Frank Hartigan. 
A HOT FAVOURITE. 

The colt lo oked well, and he has put on a 
lot of weight since coming to England. Im- 
mediately it was seen that he was drawn in 
the hest positiow of the twenty-five runners, 
on the rails, he became a rr aging hot favourite. 
and he was backed to the exclusion of every- 
thing else, money being literally poured on 
him. 

He was well away, and had every chance. 
At six furlongs Donoghue was sitting so 
‘easily on him that he seemed an assured 
winner, but inside the distance Beary brought 
Trigo on the scene, and getting first run he 
just beat the favourite. Considering the 
weight he was carrying, 8st. 101b., it was a 
very good performance on the part of the 
son of Blandford; for the field was a good- 
class one, and this race is generally won by 
a good horse.

WHITCOMBE BEATEN IN 
FINAL,

PROFESSIONAL TOURNEY AT 
ROEHAMPTON. 

Archie Compston, of Coombe Hill, a domi- 
nant figure in the “Ryder ” Cup team, has 
won his first great professional tournament of 
the season, defeating Charles Whitcombe 
(Crew's Hill), a fellow-internationalist, in the 
final round at Roehampton yesterday. on the 
last green, 

Compston has thus done something further 
to establish himself as one of the greatest 
match-players in the country. 

The semi-final and final rounds were played 
yesterday in wretched conditions. But, in 
. ite of leaden skies, biting winds, aud in 

e final a downpour of ram, three of the 
fone players who took part were interna- 
tionalists, and Cotton had to concede some- 
thing to Whitcombe’s excellent putting, so 
that the senior of the two came up against 
Compston in a great final. 

Compston knew that he could not afford to 
take chances against Whitcombe, and there 
was little of that hilarity which marked his 
golf when he is playing an easy match. He 
had a lucky win to begin with; for, putting 
ut the first green, he laid his opponent a 
stymie, and won the whole. He was never 
caught until eleven holes had been played. 

Compston luckily halved the third. Gener- 
ally, he had won this, and he did so in the 
final by holing out a brilliant putt. He 
played a bad approach into a bunker at the 
fifth, but was two up again when Whit- 
combe took three putts at the sixth hole. 

Whitcombe lipped the hole for a two at 
the seventh, and won the cighth in great 
style, Compston being bunkered with bis 
drive ; but Whitcombe had to lay his shot 
dead from a bunker at the ninth after a 
magnificent approach by Compston to halve 
this hole sty g turn only one down, 

The only hole that Compston played badly 
was the eleventh, and here he played two 
to get out of a shallow bunker, and Whit- 
combe drew level. 

Compston made a good recovery to halve 
the twelfth, and Whitcombe did the same 
at the next, so that they were level when 
Compston played a typical bold approach 
with his mashie niblick, putting the ball 
against the pin and winning the fifteenth. 

At the sixteenth Compston got a “' birdie’’ 
three to become dormie, but Whitcombe 
played the seventeenth well to win il. He 
did not win the eighteenth, however, and 
Compston got the necessary half for the 
match. 

In the semi-final round there was really 
only one match, Compston playing at, the 
top of his form and simply dashing away 
from Tom Renouf, the Manchester veteran. 
Only a single hole of the match on the out- 
ward half was divided. Compston won seven 
and Renouf one, so that the Ryder Cup 
player was six up at the ninth, and he won 
at the twelfth. 

The contest between Charles Whitcombe 
and Henry Cotton was a very different kind 
of match. It was a fight to the last green, 
where Whitcombe won, repeating a victory 
which he had secured twice before in tourna- 
ment play. It was a neck-and-neck struggle 
all the way down, and in the end it was 
the player who most frequently got down 
in a pitch and one putt who won. Cotton 
was two up at the ninth. Whitcombe did 
the first four holes home in ó 3 2 3, holing 
two very long putts on the way to become 
one up. He lost the lead and holed a very 
long putt to regain it. Cotton did the same 
to get level at the sixteenth, then bunkered 
his tee shot and lost the seventeenth. Cotton 
could not get up in two to the eighteenth, 
and Whitcombe won the hole to secure the 
match by 2 up.

THE ADVANTAGES OF CORK 


HARBOUR. 
By Ovcr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
“IT cannot imagine why the Committee did 
not receive mote than one entry for the 
roposed Ocean Race from Southampton to 
thie port in July last,” said a prominent 
local vachtsman to the writer recently. 
- Admittedly, the date fixed being somewhat 
early in the season, boats were not fully 
commissioned and expenses rather heavy: 
but, for all that, the participators would 
have been amply compensated by the thrills 
expetienced in ocean racing, followed by a 
crnise ip the form of a trace round a coast- 
line abounding with some of the finest 
scenery to be seen in Ireland. 
‘To Southern yachtsmen the  on- 
materialisation of this series of races was a 
at disappointment; for not alone would it 
ave provided a tremendous fillip to imir; 
locally, but it was hoped to make the event 
the predecessor of an established Yachting 
Forinight in the South of Ireland.” 


STAGNATION IN THE YARDS. 

It is a pity that yachting of these waters 
should have sank to its present low state ; 
for in Cork Harbour is to be found one of the 
finest natural harbours the world posses<es, 
whilst the course for racing here has been 
admitted by some of the ablest yachtsmen of 
a decade ago to be the finest and truest one 
existing in Europe. 

A visit to the local shipyard at Carvigaloe 
reminds one forcibly of the glories to which 
the sport attained in the waters in days of 
old. Here are to be found numerous craít ot 
varying size, many of them noted racers in 
their day, lying side by side and almost for 
gotten. ‘Here is Mr. A. H. Allen's 15-ton cutter 
Sybil, reputedly the fastest yacht of her size 
in Jrish waters in the years leading up to the 
Great War. Near by lies the cutter Telore, 
removed from Rushbrooke Docks last vear, 
once a craft possessing a good turn of speed, 
hut since converted into an auxiliary craft, 
In another berth is shored up Colonel W. J. 
Goold’s cutter Irene, with the entter Nereda 
in close proximity. 


SIGNS OF LIFE. 

Nereda, now fitted with molor-power, made 
a successful trip to France towards the end 
of last season. with her owner, Dr. Furlong, 
of Wexford, aboard, and she will, it is under- 
stood, undertake a similar journey as the 
season advances. Other boats berthed here 
during the winter months include 
auxiliary cutter Acushla, owned by Mr. 
Douglas Ross, of Cork. and Dr. Henry 
Cotter’s auxiliary ketch West Wind II. 

Three weeks ago the yard launched Mr. 
Leo Daly’s auxiliary yaw! Colleen, and this 
boat is expected to convey her owner to the 
Clyde a few weeks hence. The cutter Verve, 
a well-known and successful competitor on 
the Clyde, is also housed in this quarter, and 
she also, with her owner (Mr. J. H. Bennett) 
aboard, will make her annual appearance in 
the Scottish centre towards the early part of 
June next. <A fine motor cruiser. Amber- 
wave, recently owned by Mr. Leo Nicholson, 
of Queenstown, left the yard recently under 
the charge of Captain F. G. Skelt, of 
Southampton. who was commissioned by her 
new owner to bring her to the Bristol 
Channel 


POSITION OF HANDICAP YACHTS. 

Now, us regards the future racing of 
Cork Harbour, whilst the prospects do not 
vouch for an improvement this season, there 
is no reason to assume that the yachting 
here will not surpass the mediocre standard 
set if in past post-war seasons. 

At least one of the five classes familiar t 
these waters has disappeared, but this news 
will evoke no regret from the genera) public, 
for in no way of late vears have the cruisers 
as a handicap class aroused the admiration 
of the local followers. Previously there were 
at least twelve yachts of this type here, and 
they were divided into two classes for racing 
purposes. Of late years, however, this 
number dwindled down to the four cutters, 
Full, Inula, Geraldine and Tertia, and of 
this quartette the latter two ure now ov 
the sale list. Mr. H. P. F. Donegan’s Gull 
und Inula, purchased by Major Marshall 
Humphries, of Midleton, from Mr. W. J. 
O'Callaghan towards the end of last season, 
will again be commissioned, but local com- 
mittees have not deemed it worth while to 
provide races for the pair left, and so the 
class eventually terminates its racing career. 

The disappearance of the larger boats wiil 
mean that the committees of the two local 
yacht clubs—Royal Cork sarees yaeht club 
in the world) and the Royal Munster—are 
now in a position to dev ote additional prize 
money for the provision of extra events for 
the ever- meá Cork Harbour One Design 
Class. A few years ago the committees 
reduced the prize moneys for this class by 
fifty per cent. This gave rise to much con- 
troversy, and resulted in a split in the sail- 
ing committee of a local club. Following a 
recent meeting of the owners, the old prize 
standards have been reverted to, and all is 
well again in the ranks. 


ONE DESIGN CLASS BOOMING, 3 
It has often been said here that the ‘ One 
Designers,”” as they are termed locally, 


[represent the one class of boat worth while 


and to this statement one might 
well agree. Built thirty-three years ago to 
the design of the then William Fife, “jun.

seconds dividing them at each finish. It is 
fortunate for local yachting that, these boats 
are owned by those who can be classed 
among the ablest and keeuest yachtsmen in 
the country, and eight of the feet will hoist 
their racing flays this season. Several of 
them will have new mainsails. 

A few weeks ago the owners met in Cork, 
and, as a result of their conference, it was 
decided to hold the initial race of the class 
on Saturday, May 25th, three weeks earlier 
than has been the case m past seasons, 

Weekly matches will be held on Wednes 
day afternoons, the Royal Cork and Royal 
Munster Yacht Clubs taking it in turns to 
= ide the prize moneys. “In addition the 

oval Munster will hold a race every 
consecutive Saturday for those boats 
crews are able to participate, and in all ever 
twenty events should be sailed off by the 
class, Elsie and Colleen are the two truants, 
the latter being recently advertised for sale.
